ALL the stories about Jron-a- 


peop!e. this U the most 


singular and interesting that 


the writer has ever heard. There is a 
free bathing beach In the 1'otomae 
river which is carefully guarded, and 
yet quite a cumber of bathers have 
losl their lives there. One of tte life 
savers there to-day said: "In all my 
experience, and I Lave had consider- 
able at various watering reports. I 
bave never Vnown of a single instance 
ot a drowning j>er»oa calling for 
help. • 


"It is generally supposed that per- 


sons struggling In the water call for 
assistance, but such is not the" case. 
For some reason, which caa hardly be 
explained, they never signal help. 
They_ simply throw up one hand, no* 
both, mind you. and under they go. I 
have noticed this particularly at the 
Washington beach- Ja not a single 
instance has there been a call for help- 
I have pulled persons from the water 
trithinafew feet of the raft who were 
struggling for life, yet who never tit- 
tered a single outcry. 


"It was only that 1 happened to no- 


tice their peculiar actions ia the water, 
aad not the noise thty made, that im- 
pelled me to 50 after them. Time and' 
Igaia I have *cea poor swimmers 
start from the shore and 
after 


piddling a short distance throw tip 
one hand and go nnder. It is the most 
remarkable thing imaginable that 
they give no signal of distress when 
help is so near. I Lave oftea a*kej 
rescued person* why they d»J not call 
for help, but they could {rive no ex- 
planation. They knew 
they were 


drowning, but the only sign of their 
peril was the involuntary raising of 
the arm. 1 have l>econie so accus- 
tomed to this sort of thing—that 
[>eculiar manner ia which a drowning 
person throws np the Land—that 
among a score of bathers diving.dack- 
leg and splashing about 1 caa tell the 
Cue in danger ia aa instant. 


"When he goes down it is with hea'l 


thrown far back. As the water washes 
aver the face op comes the hand. 
Then it slowly disappears, goin^- un- 
der inch by inch. 


"Then if anything is done it tnnst be 


ione quickly. I have heard many 
itories of a drowning person making 
a great racket to attract attention, 
but I do not believe then, When more 
than one person is in danger I have 
known of call*, but invariably they 
ramt from, the on* who could swim 
enough to cave himself, but v ho could 
not bring the drowning one ashore. 
The one in immediate peril simply 
goes tinder without a sound. I have 
been with fairly good swimmers who 
became exhausted, and whn. without 
a word of warning, threw back the 
lead as though about to Coat or swim 
oa the back, and ga under. As they 
sank one arm came vjp. - 
'' 


"One would suppose that a person 


who could swica would be exempt 
from thi» dumbness ia the moment ot 
danger, but it is not so. Of course, 
many persons who start from thore 
fet oct so far that they realize they 
cannot get back \vitliout assistance-, 
and will call for help before their en- 
ergy has been all (pent. Possibly they 
may manage to keep afioat until as- 
sistance comes, so when they cry out 
they arenotaetuallydrowniag. ^Tien 
it comes to giving tp and going tinder 
they fink slowly, but without a sound. 


"The more I think of this phase of 


Ihe drowning question tte more re- 
markable it teems. Koy* have been 
drowned here who would have been 
rescued had they but called once. 
They have gone under surrounded by 
companions and so close to the life 
guard that rescue would have beea

"Ai soon as the'alarm Is sounded 


treryoce U called from tht water tad 
the guard* begin diviag and teirch- 
inf along the bottom. IliiiapaiuU*

without being discovered. We hare 
been rtry »uccenfal ia sating those 
who hive been taken from the bot- 
tom by working oa them ashore. la 
oaly a comparatively few instances 
hai it beea impossible to revive the 
bather. Of the drowcicgs the public 
always hears, but the lives that w« 
save at the beach, seldom attract at- 
tention. Day after day boys have 
been rescued who probably never even 
told their parents that Ihey had beea 
on the point ot drowning. 
"The first thing a boy does on De- 


lag rescued, if ia a conicious condi- 
tioa, I* to tell a l'.e. He will declare 
that he was not drowning, bat was 
only trying to fool tome other toy.

Mecca is neither a large nor a 


handsome eity. The streets are broad 
and rather regular, bat unpavrd, and 
the houses, built of brick or stone, 
are old and generally out of repair. 


The Eeit I'llah (House of God), con- 


taining the 
Kaaba, a building in 


which is enshrined the sacred black 
stone said to have been dropped from 
Paradise with Adam, is a large 
mosque, capable of containing SO.OOO 
persons, acd no other public building, 
sacred or profane, of any importance. 
is to be found in the city. 


Contrary to the sjeneral belief, it is
